A TOTAL of 100 stray horses have been rounded up from 
streets across the Black Country over the past 12 months. 

In the Sandwell borough 49 were seized from streets and fields, while 
in Dudley, 51 were taken away. It comes as a fresh crackdown is launched 
in Sandwell which could see owners fined up to £2,500 if their horses 
are found illegally grazing on open parkland and spaces in the borough. 

New anti-social behaviour laws have been introduced by government ministers aiming 
to tackle problems in communities. 

Councillors in the borough hope the legislation will help tackle the long standing issue 
of strays near homes and busy roads. They are keen to tackle the issue because of fears 
for the safety of residents and passing motorists. 


Mother in 
marathon for 
heart machine 

A MOTHER-OF-FOUR is celebrat¬ 
ing after completing the Brighton 
marathon to raise money for a new 
defibrillator at her children’s school. 

Jennifer White, 41, of Downing 
Street, Halesowen, completed the 26- 
mile course in a time of four hours, 
33 minutes to raise money for the 
equipment for Newfield Park School 
in Halesowen. 

She was inspired to raise money 
for the defibrillator after figures re¬ 
vealed that 12 children die from sud¬ 
den cardiac arrest in a typical week 
in the UK. 

The device delivers a shock to the 
heart of a cardiac arrest victim to en¬ 
able the heart to resume its normal 
rhythm. 

Her friend Maria Harris was also 
an inspiration as she had lost a rela¬ 
tive to a cardiac condition. 

Mrs White said: “I was really 
pleased with how it went and I held 
back at the beginning because I re¬ 
ally wanted to finish it in style. 

“I dedicated the last three miles 
to my friend because she has had a 
tough time this year. She was track¬ 
ing my progress on the Brighton app 
and sent me a line saying, ‘come on 
Jen, only three more miles to go’.” 


Libraries are 
backing free 
book night 

FREE books provided by a national 
charity will be given out by Dud¬ 
ley borough library staff as part of 
World Book Night next week. 

The annual celebration of read¬ 
ing takes place on April 23 when 
hundreds of thousands of books are 
given away. 

Deborah Harkins, chief officer re¬ 
sponsible for libraries, said: “World 
Book Night is a great way of helping 
to inspire more people to read and 
for people to share their love of read¬ 
ing with others. 

“Library staff will have a selection 
of books, provided by The Reading 
Agency, to give away, but we want 
to remind people that they can also 
borrow up-to-date titles from their 
local library for free.” 

Events in the borough include a 
special World Book Night at Mary 
Stevens Park, Stourbridge when 
books will be given out from 3pm. 
The Friends of Cradley Library will 
also be out in their community. 

At Halesowen Library, quiz enthu¬ 
siasts can pit their wits against other 
teams from 6.30 to 8.30pm. Tickets 
are free but need to be booked. Dud¬ 
ley Library will also be hosting a 
book-themed quiz on the night. 


Over the past 12 months, 46 were re¬ 
moved from roads in the Sandwell borough, 
the council has said. 

Last month bailiffs were called in to re¬ 
move three horses which were found graz¬ 
ing on land at Weddell Wynd in Princes 
End. There were also reports of animals 
being tethered at nearby Coneygre Park. 

Irresponsible 

Councillor Joanne Hadley, who repre¬ 
sents Great Bridge, is among those to wel¬ 
come the use of new powers. 

She said: “It is totally irresponsible to 
have these horses on the land and I fear 
there could be a serious accident if they get 
into the road. We are trying to regenerate 
these public spaces and we need to have 
something in place to help. 

“If these areas are thought to be problem 
areas the council could use these powers.” 

Across the border in Dudley, 51 were col¬ 
lected after police bailiffs responded to calls 
about the animals. 

Areas plagued by stray horses have in¬ 
cluded Fens Pool nature reserve, Pensnett, 
and land around the Russells Hall estate, 
Dudley. 

There have been many complaints about 
the animals on football pitches as well as 
planted and wooded areas being destroyed. 

Council chiefs spent almost £100,000 
tackling horses grazing illegally on Dudley 
parks and nature reserves last year. 

Dudley Council spokesman Phil Parker 
said: “We collected a total of 51 horses be¬ 
tween April 2014 to present - 40 from the 
highway and 11 from public open spaces.” 

There are currently 127 people on the 
waiting list for grazing land to put their 
horses in the Dudley borough. 

The figure has remained constant for five 
years. Sites are offered on a licence agree¬ 
ment. Seized horses are rehomed.

Screaming with pain 


THE victim of a hit-and-run crash 
has revealed that he was left lying 
in the road screaming in agony. 

Connor Jones, aged 21, of Brier- 
ley Hill, suffered a broken leg after 
being knocked off his bike by a 
silver-coloured taxi in Springfield 
Lane, Rowley Regis, and hurtling 
into a stationary Toyota Yaris 
parked on the other side of the road. 

Connor, who works as a picker 
at M&J Seafood in Smethwick, was 
returning home from a night shift 
when he was struck in the early 
hours of April 4. 

The taxi driver fled the scene 
after initially stopping to look at 
the stricken biker, leaving Connor 
lying in the road screaming in pain. 

“I remember thinking ‘oh no’ 


when I saw the taxi in front of me, 
but I don’t really know what I was 
thinking because it all happened so 
fast,” explained Connor. 

“I was shouting to get some¬ 
body’s attention. I’d just been left 
screaming in the road.” 

Connor was taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital and has since been 
transferred to the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham. He has 
had pins inserted into his leg. 

Residents in Springfield Lane de¬ 
scribed being woken at 5am by the 
sound of a car revving its engine be¬ 
fore a ‘terrific bang,’ followed by the 
anguished cries of ‘my leg, my leg.’ 

Police want anyone with infor¬ 
mation on the taxi driver to call 
Sandwell officers on 101.

NEW diversions will be set up next month 
as part of the next stage of a £500 million 
redevelopment in Birmingham city centre. 

Paradise Circus is being transformed by 
demolishing the former city library and cre¬ 
ating new retail and office space. 

Access will be partially closed to Par¬ 
adise Circus, the Sand Pits area, Broad 
Street and Summer Row from May 10. 

Diversions for traffic will be sign posted.

Pedestrians and cyclists 
will still be able to travel through Paradise 
Forum until the summer.

Murder suspect 
appears in court 

A MAN charged with the murder of a father 
who was found dead in a basement has 
appeared in crown court. 

Stuart Millership, aged 32, of Beeches 
Road, Rowley Regis, was appearing at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for a plea 
and case management hearing. However, 
no plea was entered as the case was put 
back for more information to be gathered. 
He will next be in court on May 29. 

Millership is accused of murdering Baljit 
Singh. The 50-year-old was discovered at 
a house in Beeches Road on New Year’s 
Day. Millership, who is being held in cus¬ 
tody, was arrested in Kingswinford.

Fans and family united 
in homage to The King 


THE family of Jeff Astle were moved 
to tears as almost 28,000 fans united 
to pay a special tribute to the Albion 
legend dubbed The King. 

Players and supporters came together 
to celebrate the legacy of the late former 
striker and mark the launch of the Jeff 
Astle Foundation which will be dedicated 
to researching the brain condition which 
claimed his life 13 years ago. 

There was a celebratory mood among support¬ 
ers before kick-off as they remembered The King 
and marked Astle Day. Kelvin Stokes, aged 66, 
was in his late teens when Astle scored the cup 
final winner. He said: “As a player he was dy¬ 
namic, a real match winner. He was always there 
at the right time with his head. I remember he 
turned up once to a surprise someone we knew 
on their birthday and the first thing he said was 
‘where is the food’ and later he was doing kara¬ 
oke. He was one of the lads. He didn’t put himself 
on a pedestal.” 

David Bing, 69, a season ticket holder, added: 
“We never lost a night game back in the 60s. 
They just used to put the ball over and Astle 
was there.” Inside The Hawthorns, there were 
emotional scenes as Astle’s family came onto the 
pitch and his youngest grandson, two-year-old 
Joseph Jeffrey, carried out the match ball. 

The current players emerged from the tunnel 
in replica tracksuits. The Premier League had 
given Albion permission for the players to wear 
a replica kit from the 1968 FA Cup final. It is 
only the second time the Premier League had 
sanctioned such a move. Previously Manchester 
United were allowed to do so to mark the 50th 
anniversary of the Munich air disaster in 2008. 

At half-time Astle’s daughter Dawn told the 
fans her Dad had loved them “as much as they 
loved him” and thanked them for their support. 
And Astle’s widow, Laraine, presented the en¬ 
tire sell-out crowd with the Jeff Astle Memorial 
trophy - presented annually to people who have 
made an outstanding contribution to the club. 

Dawn said: “The bit that was really tough was 
when they showed the current team coming out 
of the tunnel and then switched it to the Cup 
final team coming out of that famous tunnel at 
Wembley in 1968. It was just amazing.”

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Deal aims to 
drive down 
the numbers 
of jobless 

NEW figures have laid bare the chal¬ 
lenging task ahead to tackle unem¬ 
ployment in a Sandwell ward recent¬ 
ly awarded a slice of £5.6 million to 
drive down the numbers of jobless. 

Figures show that Princes End, in 
Tipton, has the highest proportion of 
social rented properties in Sandwell 
at 42.6 per cent compared to the bor¬ 
ough average of 27.4 per cent. 

Under the City Deal initiative, a 
scheme will be set up in Princes End 
in Sandwell, as well as in Bilston East, 
in Wolverhampton; Darlaston South, 
in Walsall and Kates Hill, in Dudley. 

The money is to tackle joblessness 
among 18 to 24-year-olds and help 
more residents gain skills and quali¬ 
fications. 

It will be distributed to organisa¬ 
tions to set up training courses to give 
2,800 disadvantaged families skills. 

Jobseekers Allowance claims in 
Princes End inTipton stand at eight 
per cent with 27.6 per cent of those 
aged 18 to 24 claiming the payment. 
About 41 per cent of residents have 
no qualifications compared to the 
Sandwell average of 35 per cent. 

Darlaston South is the fifth most 
deprived ward in Walsall borough. 
It has 14,342 residents with 39.1 per 
cent of households in rented social 
housing. 

The five-year Black Country pilot 
programme is being led by housing 
provider the Accord Group. Accord’s 
City Deal project director Jacki Lakin 
said: “We are inviting providers to 
propose innovative solutions to meet 
the needs of the local community.” 


Man seriously hurt 
during street fight 

A MAN suffered serious head injuries 
after a Dudley street brawl. 

Two groups of men clashed on 
Stourbridge Road outside the mini 
mart near the junction with Spring 
Parklands. Police said more than 
10 men were involved in the fight 
at around 2.30pm on Saturday. A 
41-year-old man was left with serious 
head injuries and was taken to hospi¬ 
tal. 

West Midlands Police believe some 
of those involved ran from the scene, 
while others got into vehicles. 

The stretch of road where the vi¬ 
olence took place was sealed off by 
police while a forensics search was 
carried out. Anyone who witnessed 
the fight or was in the area at the time 
is asked to contact 101.

£70k raised for tribute to Gulf fallen

A MEMORIAL will be set up in Staf¬ 
fordshire to troops who died in the 
Gulf War after £70,000 was raised by 
volunteers. 

Among the 47 fallen were Shaun 
Taylor, of Stourbridge, and Kieran 
Duffy, from Kidderminster. 

The statue will be unveiled in Feb¬ 
ruary 2016 at the National Memorial 
Arboretum in Alrewas, to mark the 
25th anniversary of the war ending 
in 1991. Organisers were concerned 
the year-long conflict was often over¬ 
looked in remembrance events and 
deserved its own memorial. 


Private Shaun Taylor, who served 
with the Staffordshire Regiment, was 
accidentally shot by a fellow soldier. 

The tragedy happened as the 
20-year-old’s Warrior armoured vehi¬ 
cle, of which he was the driver, was 
about to go into action 

Section leader Corporal Darren 
Wilson, who was with him when he 
died, described him as the life and 
soul of his Warrior vehicle and a very 
professional soldier. 

Former pupil at Oldswinford Hos¬ 
pital School, RAF pilot Flight Lieu¬ 
tenant Kieran Duffy, aged 24, from 


Larches Road, Kidderminster, was 
killed instantly when his aircraft 
crashed in the Omani Desert in Saudi 
Arabia during a low-level training 
flight just before the war broke out. 

He had been awarded a flying schol¬ 
arship in 1982, qualified as a pilot 
while studying for his A-levels and 
joined the RAF in 1985. 

Michael Rowley, who has helped 
run the memorial project, said the de¬ 
sign was modern and simple but also 
distinctive. For more information on

Work is starting at site 
of new glass museum 


MORE than £2 million of funding has 
been secured to start work on Dud¬ 
ley borough’s new glass museum. 

The old Stuart Crystal site in Wordsley is 
being transformed into the visitor attraction 
which will celebrate the town’s glass-making 
heritage. 

The museum, which will have a modern 
glass front, will directly face the Red House 
Glass Cone. Work has now begun on site with 
the funding of £2.15m from the European Re¬ 
gional Development Fund due to be signed off 
this month. 

The project is being delivered by Complex 
Development Projects in partnership with the 
British Glass Foundation and Dudley Council. 

Managing director Ian Harrabin said con¬ 
tractors Croft Building and Conservation Lim¬ 
ited were now carrying out work at the former 
factory site to stabilise the existing building 
and to remove fire damage from arson attacks 
over the years the factory was disused. 

Mr Harrabin said: “This work is nearing 
completion and alterations to the structure 
of the building are also starting. A new roof 
should be fully built within the next four 
weeks. After 10 years of planning it is fair to 
say the restoration of the factory is now well 
underway.” 

Apartments 

He said beams for the new roof were on order 
in preparation for their installation. 

Alongside the new glass museum there will 
also be 11 offices and 18 loft apartments built 
on the site. 

Mr Harrabin said work on all phases of the 
project were scheduled for completion towards 
the end of this year. The museum itself is ex¬ 
pected to be open by 2016. 

Mr Harrabin said: “It is a very exciting 
scheme and we are looking forward to it taking 
shape over the coming months.” 

It will create 23 jobs and it is hoped the new 
museum will bring in more than 500,000 visi¬ 
tors per year. 

The new museum will be used to showcase 
the borough’s glass treasures and give a history 
of the town’s glass-making heritage through in¬ 
teractive displays. 

Funding is also being provided by the Black 
Country Local Enterprise Partnership. The 
grant from the partnership is around £1.3m. 

Preparatory work included an archaeological 
dig where the White House Glass Cone once 
stood. 


Vision for light rail station in town 



How the light rail station and innovation centre could look from the Black Country Living Museum 


THIS is the latest vision for the 
first very light rail station in the 
Black Country. 

The new image shows what the 
reopened Dudley railway station, 
rail service to Dudley Port and 
very light rail innovation centre 
will look like. 

The scheme aims to revive a 
stretch of railway track that has 
lay dormant for more than 20 
years by transforming it for use 
by the state-of-the-art light rail 


trains, which would reconnect 
Dudley to the national rail net¬ 
work. 

The £20 million project is part 
of a partnership between the 
council and Warwick Manufactur¬ 
ing Group, which is keen to use 
Dudley’s disused rail lines to test 
new light rail technology. 

That technology is a develop¬ 
ment of what is currently used on 
the Stourbridge Shuttle, known as 
the Parry People Mover and uses 


flywheel energy storage. It could 
create around 45 jobs at the out¬ 
set with possibly hundreds more 
in future. 

Bids will be made to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Regional Growth Fund 
and Europe to fund the creation 
of an innovation centre at the site 
of the old Dudley train station on 
council land at the bottom of Cas¬ 
tle Hill. There will be two lines - 
one for testing new vehicles and 
the other for passengers.

REJOICE, for enormous quantities of oil have been 
discovered in Surrey. In time, this could make us far less 
dependent on oil extracted from unstable parts of the 
world with civil strife, bizarre religious practices and wild 
tribal divisions.

A DELEGATE at the National Union of Teachers’ confer¬ 
ence claimed new security rules aimed to prevent radical¬ 
ism were turning teachers into spies.

Would 
you want to be the teacher who, in the wake of a jihadist 
massacre in an English city, admitted that, yeah, you were 
always a bit suspicious about little Hamza in Year 12 but 
decided it was better to defend his right to privacy?

what we used to call the green-ink brigade. Something 
about computers and the internet makes us treat tweet¬ 
ers seriously in a way we never treated old-fashioned 
poison-pen writers. And so the story takes off and one of 
Britain’s most distinguished actors, with a fine record of 
charity and disaster-relief work, is forced on the defensive 
by anonymous nobodies who denounce him as “an old 
racist” and “an ignorant old fool.” My own policy on en¬ 
countering tweeters, trolls and suchlike is to regard them 
as 14-year-old bedwetters using their mums’ computers, 
until proven otherwise.

Arnold pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to three years 
in a young offenders facility 
for robbery, two counts of 
theft, one of driving a vehi¬ 
cle without consent of the 
owner, theft of two phones 
and a satnav from a taxi. 

Appearing with Arnold, 
Macauley Baddams, aged 


18, of Baumbrook Close, 
Netherton, and Jordan 
Steinson, aged 19, of Nor¬ 
man Street, Dudley, were 
both sentenced to 12 month 
community orders and 150 
hours unpaid work for being 
carried in a vehicle without 
consent of the owner and 
theft from the taxi. 

Christopher Bill, aged 19, 
of Lister Road, Netherton, 
was sentenced to a commu¬ 
nity order with 12 months’ 
supervision, a curfew, and 
has to attend a thinking 
skills programme, for driv¬ 
ing without authority and 
theft from the taxi.

Concern as 
intensive 
care beds 
are filled 

EVERY intensive care bed 
was full at hospitals across 
the West Midlands on a 
string of occasions last year. 

Health trusts have to re¬ 
port the situation on the last 
Thursday of each month. 

Critical care beds at Dud¬ 
ley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
were all occupied on six of 
12 days reported, including 
November, December and 
February. 

The worst performing 
was Walsall’s health trust, 
when beds were all full on 
nine of the 12 days they 
submitted figures. Beds at 
Sandwell Hospital and City 
Hospital were all occupied 
on the Thursday in March 
2014 but the situation has 
improved. 

The Royal College of Sur¬ 
geons has warned that more 
than 82 per cent of beds 
being used can lead to an 
increased risk of infection. 

Dr Mark Porter, chair¬ 
man of the British Medical 
Association council, said: 
“High occupancy rates are 
a real concern because they 
leave little or no spare ca¬ 
pacity to deal with a spike 
in demand for critical care, 
leaving the most seriously ill 
patients at risk.” 

Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust chief executive 
Paula Clark said the infor¬ 
mation provided is based 
on the 20 standard beds 
and did not include several 
additional beds available in 
other units.

Swimmers take a 
dip on wild side

Wild swimming in lakes and rivers is growing 
in popularity, CHARLIE BENTON reports 


FOR many of us a dip in 
UK waters - even at the 
height of summer - is a 
distinctly chilly affair. 

So the idea of splashing around 
in lakes and rivers all year round - 
well, that’s just plain crazy, right? It 
seems the answer is no. 

While wild swimming - outdoor 
swimming, whatever the weath¬ 
er - sounds like utter madness to 
the uninitiated, it is a sport which is 
growing in popularity with 500 fans 
in Shropshire and the West Mid¬ 
lands alone. Sarah Lewis, of Hale¬ 
sowen, started the Midland Inland 
Swimming group six years ago. 
Now it has more than 400 mem¬ 
bers who meet regularly at Swan 
Pool in Sandwell Valley. 


Sarah discovered wild swimming 
after growing tired of the chlorine 
and overcrowding in public swim¬ 
ming baths. The 45-year-old said: 
“I have always been a swimming 
fan and have been a member of in¬ 
door groups previously. But about 
six years ago I discovered outdoor 
swimming and just got hooked.” 

Sarah decided to set up the 
Midland Inland Swimming group in 
2009. It now has members ranging 
in age from eight to 80. 

“It is growing in popularity very 
quickly. I think it is due to people 
being turned off from swimming 


baths for whatever reason, whether 
it is the temperature of the pool, the 
constant turning at the end of the 
lanes or the chlorine. And once you 
have started it is really addictive.” 

Sarah said she was unaware of 
outdoor swimming until reading 
about it on the internet. 

“I thought it was a really nice idea 
and something a little different. I 
tried it and soon I was addicted.” 

Sarah, who is a manager at kitch¬ 
en manufacturer Pennwood Mid¬ 
lands, says outdoor swimming has 
also become something of a family 
affair. Her 12-year-old son Thomas 
often joins her or he is aboard one 
of the kayaks which accompanies 
the swimmers for safety. 

Shock 

Sarah’s partner Ian Taylor also 
regularly mans one of the kayaks 
during events. She says the cold¬ 
est water she has ever swam in 
was four degrees Celsius. 

“I have to admit I was not in the 
water very long that time. It was 
probably only around four min¬ 
utes,” she said. 

She favours edging into the wa¬ 
ter to allow her body to acclimatise 
to the drop in temperature. 

“Obviously, when you first enter 
cold water there is an initial shock 
so I think getting into the water 
more slowly is the best way to do it.

However, I know some taking part 
in competitive events do choose to 
just jump in.“And we don’t always 
swim in colder waters. Sometimes 
it can be as warm as 18 degrees 
Celsius and, in those cases, you 
can stay in the water for a longer 
period of time.” 

The only equipment needed is 
a wetsuit, which can be picked up 
for about £60 or less, and perhaps 
a flask for a nice hot cup of tea 
once you are out. 

Sarah’s favourite spots for river 
swims include the Severn and the 
Trent, as well as the Humber estu¬ 
ary in Hull. “We work closely with 


the Environment Agency to ensure 
the water is clean,” she said. “I 
imagined the Humber to be quite 
dirty because of how popular it is 
with boaters but the water there is 
cleaner than it has been for more 
than 10 years.” 

She said as long as people are 
sensible, and know how to swim, 
outdoor swimming is safe and en¬ 
joyable - and has a great social 
side. 

“I would urge people to come 
along and try it out. You see the 
world from a completely different 
viewpoint. You can get close to na¬ 
ture. There really is nothing like it.”

Oars well that ends

A cancer survivor was part of 
a team that broke a rowing re¬ 
cord during an epic challenge. 

HEATHER LARGE reports 


CANCER survivor Sam Greatrex 
has rowed his way into the record 
books during an epic charity chal¬ 
lenge. 

Sam, from Halesowen, was among a 
team of adventurers who recorded the 
fastest-ever Atlantic Ocean row - smash¬ 
ing three world records in the process. 

The five-strong team completed the 3,800 
nautical-mile journey in 51 days, beating the 
previous record by 20 days. 

The 30-year-old, from Manor Way, organ¬ 
ised the row as part of a series of challenges, 
called Lap the World, in a bid to raise £240,000 
for Macmillan Cancer Support. 

The ocean row was the second phase of the 
challenge following a 1,700-mile cycle through 
Southern France, Spain and to the western 
edge of Europe at Lagos, in Portugal. 

From there the ocean row crew set out on 
its epic journey to Venezuela living on a diet 
of dehydrated meals, chocolate bars and beef 
jerky. 

Tiredness 

But Sam said it was the parts of the journey 
which they could not prepare for which had 
been the worst. 

“I don’t want to be crude about it but one of 
the hardest parts of the journey was the sores 
which we all had on our backsides,” he said. 

“There was still 2,000 miles to go and it was 
very uncomfortable and difficult to row. Out of 
everything, even the muscular pain and tired¬ 
ness, I think the sores were the worst.” 

Sam said he had been focusing on getting 
ready for the rowing part of the challenge as 
he knew it would be the most physically de¬ 
manding. “With the cycling you can stop by 
the roadside, take a break or even stop for a 
quick sleep,” he said. 

“In the boat that was not possible. We had 


rowing shifts of two hours followed by a couple 
of hours rest and then back to the rowing. You 
have to keep going. 

“It was very challenging for all of us but well 
worth it. To smash the records was just the 
icing on the cake and I am extremely proud of 
the achievement.” 

The crew also included Ralph Tuijn, Tara 
Adams, Nick Sen and Jim Alsford. The team 
spent the challenge in a 28ft boat, shared 
every meal and rowed for 12 hours a day. 

Alongside being the fastest rowers, the team 
have also made the Guinness Book of World 
Records as Tara is the first female to row from 
mainland Europe to mainland South America 
and Nick is the youngest person to row this 
particular route. 

But their success was nearly sunk after a 
member of the team was forced to pull out at 
the last-minute. 

It was only a quick reply from experienced 
ocean rower Ralph Tuijn agreeing to take part 


which saved the challenge. Sam said: “The 
crew member who pulled out was our expe¬ 
rienced member so we had to find someone 
quickly. 

“We could not have asked for better than 
Ralph. He was absolutely brilliant.” 

Macmillan Cancer Support is a deeply per¬ 
sonal cause for the intrepid fundraiser who, at 
the age of 10, was diagnosed with Non-Hodg¬ 
kin lymphoma. 

He underwent successful chemotherapy 
at Birmingham Children’s Hospital and was 
helped through his treatment and recovery by 
Macmillan nurse Moira Bradwell. 

Sam said she had been ‘an inspiration’ 
and he had continued to see her regularly for 
check-ups for the next 17 years. 

And while Moira has now retired, they still 
keep in contact up to the present day. 

He said: “After the initial treatment, I was 
fortunate my cancer treatment was working 
and was in remission. Moira was there for me 


for many years after the diagnosis and it was 
brilliant to be able to talk to her. She was re¬ 
ally inspirational. 

“Moira has retired now but we still keep in 
contact and chat every so often. That is why 
I wanted to do something like this to raise 
funds for the charity. It is an opportunity to 
give something back.” 

He has spent the last three years preparing 
for the charity challenge - getting himself to 
the peak of fitness with a gruelling fitness re¬ 
gime including bike rides on the Clent Hills to 
improve his physical fitness and stamina. 

He is now back in Halesowen preparing for 
the next phase of the challenge. He will be cy¬ 
cling from the East Coast to the West Coast of 
South America. 

The journey of around 2,500 miles will take 
him through the Amazon to the Andes Moun¬ 
tains and a climb to 4,000m altitude and he is 
due to set off in around eight weeks. 

Records 

At the moment he is working for Macmillan 
in London as part of the charity’s fundraising 
team, splitting his time between the capital 
and his home town. 

“By breaking three world records we’ve 
achieved something great, and I hope to con¬ 
tinue raising money for Macmillan Cancer 
Support, it just might be on land, rather than 
sea,” he said. 

Sam, who is single, said his parents, Sue and 
Barry, had been hugely supportive of his fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

“Everyone has been absolutely brilliant and 
I want to thank everyone for their support.” 

Sam said following his treatment his cancer 
had gone into remission. 

He added although he had been preparing 
for the challenge for three years he had first 
come up with the idea five years ago. 

The challenge started out in Paris as French 
authorities prohibit any rowing or kayaking 
across the English Channel, but after leav¬ 
ing Birmingham the team cycled down to the 
south coast via London. 

He said if £240,000 could be raised it would 
be enough to build a new chemotherapy suite 
in a hospital.

I READ again that Stour¬ 
bridge is in for another load 
of funding — £3m from the 
Heritage Lottery and the 
Big Lottery combined for 
Mary Stevens Park. 

It was a different story 
six years ago when Coseley 
Baths needed funding. Liv¬ 
ing in the same street and 
attending the baths on a 
regular basis, we knew how 
it had been neglected for 
years. When the death knell 
was sounded for the baths 
an alleged £2m was needed, 
for my part Dudley Council 
couldn’t wait to demolish it. 

So I would like to know 
why Stourbridge, under the 
control of the Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, as is Coseley, always 
seem to be getting the lion’s 
share of any funding. The 
Crystal Leisure Centre has 


had enough funding, now 
it’s Mary Stevens Park. 

Last year Coseley playing 
fields, directly behind where 
the baths stood, had about 
one third of its footpath 
resurfaced, the other two 
thirds left with pot holes. 
After complaining to my MP 
and receiving a copy of a let¬ 
ter off Dudley Council, some 
pot holes were filled. What a 
waste of time, now that has 
been dug up and gym equip¬ 
ment installed. 

Yes, Dudley Council took 
our well used community 
asset off us and now they 
can’t even replace or resur¬ 
face a whole footpath but 
they can get £3m worth of 
funding for a park in Stour¬ 
bridge.

Shakes to sound 
of raw passion 



ALBUM REVIEWS

THE torch bearers for Deep 
South blues, rock and soul, 
Alabama Shakes, keep it real 
with a distinctive second al¬ 
bum, Sound & Color. 

On it the band explore funky new di¬ 
rections and stretch themselves after 
making a stir in 2012 with their rock- 
fuelled debut Boys & Girls. 

Singer and guitarist Britney Howard 
gives her most impassioned vocal per¬ 
formances so far as the band from Ath¬ 
ens, Alabama, create a potent moon¬ 
shine of funk, blues and swamp rock. 

Highlights include Don’t Wanna 
Fight with its edgy guitar plucking as 
Britney repeats the title with an al¬ 
most hysterical intensity. She adopts 
a falsetto on the loose limbed funk of 
Future People as the songs builds to 
a crashing cacophony. Gimme All Your 
Love is deep fried southern soul with a 
wail that should earn nods of approv¬ 
al from Robert Plant and Jack White. 
She shows a sweeter side on the won¬ 
ky soul of Guess Who, complete with 
vibes and strings, while Shoegaze has 
a Rolling Stones swagger about it. 

The ballad Miss You opens with the 
memorable couplet ‘I’m gonna miss 
you and your Mickey Mouse tattoo’ 
and explodes with raw passion. With 
a bare bones accompaniment and 
odd changes of tempo, Over My Head 
makes for a downbeat, delicate closer. 

Sound & Colour is out on April 21 on 
ATO Records. Alabama Shakes play 
Birmingham 02 Academy on May 13, 
a gig that promises to be something 
rather special. 

Sony’s three-CD compilation Synth 
Pop is a feast of great music from the 
1970s and 80s when synth was king 
and lots of people with odd haircuts 


used a keyboard rather than a guitar 
to craft some brilliant pop records. So 
Donna Summer’s (and Giorgio Mo- 
roder’s) hugely influential I Feel Love 
shares the limelight with Gary Numan, 
The Human League, Ultravox, Visage, 
New Order, Soft Cell, Yazoo and Art 
Of Noise. Depeche Mode, Bowie and 
Kraftwerk are glaring omissions whilst 
Spandau Ballet and Aztec Camera, 
good as they are, don’t fit the brief. 

Fans of Nick Cave or even Siouxsie 
Sioux can luxuriate in the mellow vo¬ 
cals of Nadine Shah on her second al¬ 
bum, Fast Food (Apollo/R&S Records), 
with tracks that border upon goth cab¬ 
aret. There’s also a hint of gothic about 
Strange Trails by Lord Huron (Play 
It Again Sam), although these country 
and folk influenced guitar-driven songs 
revel in a reverb-drenched tumbleweed 
ghost town feel. Songs like Dead Man’s 
Hand and Meet Me In The Woods hint 
at dark deeds and these grim prairie 
tales have a certain allure when de¬ 
livered by singer and songwriter Ben 
Schneider. You would find Frozen Pines 
on the jukebox in the Twin Peaks diner. 

The 1960s family group The Cow- 


sills, inspiration for The Partridge Fam¬ 
ily, had million-selling hits in their US 
homeland but remain virtually unknown 
in the UK. Much of their output was 
twee but their self-titled 1967 album 
(reissued by Now Sounds) does have 
several fine examples of summer-of- 
love sunshine pop, particularly US top 
five hit The Rain, The Park And Other 
Things. The CD includes bonus tracks, 
mono versions and a 24-page booklet 
to bring 60s music fans up to speed 
with pop’s answer to the Von Trapps. 

Before Dennis Roussos became 
associated with 1970s dinner parties 
thanks to such middle-of-the-Med hits 
as Forever And Ever and Mike Leigh’s 
play Abigail’s Party, he sang with Euro 
prog rockers Aphrodite’s Child. His 
own concept album (reissued by RPM), 
On The Greek Side Of My Mind, is 
the link between the band and his solo 
career. It begins with Roussos spout¬ 
ing Lotus eater mumbo jumbo then 
exercising his helium tenor over Gre- 
gorian-like chants, before settling into 
a groove of psychedelic Grecian folk 
pop. We Shall Dance hints at the style 
of warbling that was to bring him fame.

I'm going out in style, 
says mother with cancer 



DESPITE having only months 
to live, mother-of-three Max¬ 
ine Smith is determined to 
make the most of the time 
she has left by taking part in 
a skydive. 

She reels off the types of cancer 
she has suffered as if reading from 
a shopping list. There is barely a 
part of her body that has not been 
touched by the illness. 

She has been told that her condition 
is terminal and that she has just six 
months to live. 

“It was a bit heart-breaking,” said 
the 46-year-old, of Red Lion Close, 
Tividale, of being told the news. “I was 
sitting thinking I have got three chil¬ 
dren who I am never going to see grow 
up, get married and go to high school.” 

It seems a world away for Maxine, 
but there was a time when she didn’t 
have cancer, when she was starting a 
family with husband Rob and looking 
ahead to life’s possibilities. 

“I was the healthiest bunny, I never 
thought I would get it,” said Max¬ 
ine, who is mother to daughter Han- 
nah-Paige, 10, and eight-year-old twin 
sons Daniel and Alex. 

“I found a lump, it kept reappear¬ 
ing and disappearing. My mum asked 
me to get checked. She had suffered 
with cancer three or four years be¬ 
fore. Then I found out I had grade two 
breast cancer.” 

That was in 2010 and an extremely 
turbulent five years were to follow. 
After the trauma of undergoing a 
double mastectomy, a breast recon¬ 
struction allowed her to regain some 
confidence. But two years later, Max¬ 
ine was told that they too would have 
to be removed as the cancer had re¬ 
turned. The year in between she was 
diagnosed with skin cancer. 

“Then my head wasn’t right,” Max¬ 
ine said. “So I was given a CT scan. I 
need to start radiotherapy on my brain 
in a week. I need 12 to 13 sessions and 
hopefully it may help but my life ex¬ 
pectancy has decreased to six months. 


“In a nutshell, I’ve had breast can¬ 
cer, lung cancer, skin cancer, bone 
cancer and brain cancer. In the last 
five years they have all cropped up.” 

She is also able to raise a smile, 
crack a joke and is determined to enjoy 
her final few months. She has taken to 
wearing bright colours and odd socks 
and is preparing for a skydive. 

Maxine admitted that there have 
been dark times but says she has ac¬ 
cepted her fate. 

“I thought about suicide but I had 
to think about my children and try 
and get through it for them. When I 
was told I hadn’t got long left I just 


thought ‘I’m going to embrace it’ and 
become this crazy lady. 

“I have always wanted to skydive 
but it’s something I’ve never done be¬ 
cause I’m scared of heights. But when 
I came out of that meeting, I thought 
‘that’s it, I’m skydiving’.” 

Maxine says the thrill of the skydive 
has given her something to look for¬ 
ward to and focus on. “I am just taking 
each day as it comes,” she said. 

The skydive is expected to take place 
in the summer. Maxine has managed 
to convince a few brave friends to join 
her, while the generosity of fundrais¬ 
ers means it has already been paid for.

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Former mosque 
leader’s relief as 
son is released 

THE former leader of a Black Country mosque has told 
of the strain of his son being at the centre of a terrorism 
probe. 

The ordeal ended this month when Usman Choudhary 
was jailed for nine months for possessing and distrib¬ 
uting a terrorist publication, but immediately freed be¬ 
cause of the time spent in custody. 

His father Ghulam, the ex-chairman of Dudley Central 
Mosque, said: “Naturally this has been a terrible time for 
me as a parent and I am glad it is now all over.” 

The nightmare started in December 2013 when police 
raided the Dudley home of his 34-year-old son who had 
sent a terrorist book to a prisoner in a British jail who 
was allegedly being radicalised. 

Officers discovered 500 letters that revealed Usman 
had been in correspondence with some of the world’s 
most feared terrorists for three years and had the image 
of a beheaded man on his mobile phone. 

He was held in custody for nine months before being 
released on bail pending completion of the case that 
ended at Kingston upon Thames Crown Court when he 
admitted in sending the book he acted recklessly in a 
way that could have indirectly encouraged an act of ter¬ 
rorism. 

Judge Peter Birts QC told Choudhary: “Your conduct 
was reprehensible but reckless rather than intentional. I 
accept you are not somebody who would engage directly 
or indirectly in terrorism. It is said that you have learned 
your lesson from this case and I very much hope that to 
be the case.”

Blind Dave's horrible and 
fantastic desert adventure 


BRUISED and blistered but exhila¬ 
rated - charity champion Dave Hee¬ 
ley has arrived home after complet¬ 
ing his latest gruelling challenge, 
a 160-mile run across the Sahara 
desert. 

The keen West Bromwich Albion 
fan has made history after becoming 
the first blind athlete to complete 
the Marathon Des Sables. 

During the extreme challenge he 
has braved searing temperatures of 
between 45 and 50 degrees Celsius - 
around 122 degrees fahrenheit - and 
freak weather, including sandstorms 
fanned by 60mph winds. 

The father-of-three, who was rais¬ 
ing money for the Albion Founda¬ 
tion, said he suffered blistered feet 
from the rough and often rocky ter¬ 
rain, which included walks up 590ft 
high sand dunes and mountains up 
to 1,500ft high. 

So far, he has raised over £20,000 
for the charity, but he aims for a fig¬ 
ure of £30,000. 

He said: “It has just been a horri¬ 
ble adventure in respect of how gru¬ 
elling it has been, but at the same 
time an absolutely fantastic adven¬ 
ture.” 

During his trip, he also met Sir 
Ranulph Fiennes, who has been 
named the world’s greatest living 
explorer by the Guinness Book of 


World Records, as the 71-year-old 
completed a record of his own by 
becoming the oldest Briton to fin¬ 
ish the intense six day trek. He said 
the pair discussed family life during 
their meeting. 

Mr Heeley added: “There were 
over 1,000 competitors. Each and 
every single one of them was fantas¬ 
tic. ” 

He completed the race in stages, 
with the longest being a 91km trek, 
while there was also a 42km stage. 
He had support from his two guides 
Tony Ellis and Rosemary Rhodes 
who accompanied him across the 
desert. His kit bag weighed around 
9kgs and carried all his essentials. 

They stayed in a bivouac every 
night, which is a French-style tent. 
The team had to eat a minimum of 
2,000 calories a day and drink plenty 
of water. 

On his return to the Hawthorns 
ground on Monday, he was given the 
red carpet treatment, while a blind 
football team from Sandwell was 
also present to welcome him back. 
The money raised will help to pay 
for improved facilities for disabled 
athletes involved with the Albion 
Foundation.

ARNOLD Ridley, known to most as 
Private Godfrey in Dad’s Army, was a 
prolific playwright and this is proba¬ 
bly his most successful pen work. 

More than 90 years on, the tale of 
intrigue has been given a new run 
courtesy of director Patric Kearns. 

The show centres on a group of trav¬ 
ellers stranded at a remote pre-Beech¬ 
ing railway station subject to a local 


legend of ‘the ghost train’. Forced 
to stay the night after missing their 
connection through the antics of the 
‘joker’ of the pack, Teddie Deakin 
played by Tom Butcher, the passen¬ 
gers become unwittingly embroiled in 
arms smuggling. 

Hi-De-Hi! star Jeffrey Holland as 
the station master Saul Hodgkin set 
the scene for all the other charac¬ 
ters by relaying the spectral story. 
Butcher’s portrayal of Deakin, in the 


1940s film played by Arthur Askey as 
Tommy Gander, was neither madcap 
enough to be funny nor manic enough 
to be annoying. Corinne Wicks gave 
quite a strong performance as the un¬ 
certain feminist Elsie. 

Like the character he portrayed in 
Dad’s Army, Ridley’s humour is gen¬ 
tle and slow. This production is like 
a museum piece but there were some 
genuine jump in your seat moments.

Rich industrial heritage 
is laid bare at exhibition 


THE full extent of the Black 
Country’s rich industrial her¬ 
itage is laid bare in a stunning 
new exhibition at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

From the glow of blast furnaces, 
to a bustling Walsall High Street 
at the turn of the century, the re¬ 
gion’s past is brought to the fore 
at the entrance to the popular 
Dudley attraction. 

The revamped reception features a 
series of giant images depicting Black 
Country life through the ages, culmi¬ 
nating with a five-minute film in a new 
‘cinema pod’. 

Pipes 

There are images of coal-blackened 
men with pipes hanging from their 
mouths, children playing in the streets 
between back-to-backs and of women 
working at mines. The project has 
taken three months to complete and 
replaces the attraction’s previous ‘Hall 
of Fame’ exhibition. 

The stunning pictures offer visitors 
a snapshot of life in the region from

the 18th century onwards. They in¬ 
clude a print by renowned artist and 
poet Edwin Butler Bayliss, whose 
paintings depict the Black Country as 
a smoke-filled engineering heartland. 

Many of the region’s famous busi¬ 
nesses are also represented. They in¬ 
clude a branch of Palethorpes butchers 
in Oldbury, complete with a large ad¬ 
vertisement proudly boasting: ‘Best 
Pork Goods’. The inner workings of 
the Palethorpes sausage factory in 
Tipton are shown in another image. 

Workers at Wednesbury’s famous 
Spear and Jackson factory in the 
1960s are shown in another exhibit, 
while a stunning monochrome image 
shows a line of staff at the Revo metal 
polishing shop in Tipton. 

The sprawling Guy Motors Fallings 
Park Works in Wolverhampton is also 
displayed. 

Another image on display illustrates 
how the region’s industrial exploits 
were lauded far beyond the bounda¬ 


ries of the Black Country. It shows a 
picture from the Illustrated London 
News in 1866 depicting dozens of 
smokestacks billowing over a land¬ 
scape packed with factories. 

But its not all grim and industrial, 
with one picture showing Wolver¬ 
hampton’s beautifully landscaped 
West Park at its finest, as mothers 
stroll alongside the pond with their 
babies in prams. 

Walsall’s busy High Street is de¬ 
picted in a photograph taken in 1908, 
complete with the imposing figure of 
St Matthew’s Church looming in the 
background. 

Traditional 

There’s also a nod to how the BCLM 
has preserved the traditional indus¬ 
trial practices of the area. 

Last November the museum was 
given permission for a new school en¬ 
trance intended to cut queues. The 
building will be near the new Dudley 
Archives.

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No regrets, says IDS, 
over ‘bedroom tax’ 


Former Conservative leader lain Duncan Smith campaign¬

IAIN Duncan Smith does not even pause when he is asked 
if he has any regrets over the so-called ‘bedroom tax’. 

“No. Not at all.” 

The work and pensions secretary stands out from the 
crowd in the blazing sunshine of Netherton, wearing a 
long, wool overcoat. He led the Conservatives for less than 
two years during the then unshakeable popularity of Tony 
Blair. Now he is trying to convince people to stick with the 
Tories in Dudley South, a key marginal seat. 

Mr Duncan Smith has presided over some of the most 
difficult decisions of the coalition government, in terms of 
cutting the welfare bill. The Tories imposed a cut in hous¬ 
ing benefit for council and social housing tenants who have 
one or more ‘spare’ bedrooms. The Conservatives call it the 
removal of the ‘spare room subsidy’. 

Mr Duncan Smith says it has saved £1 billion on the ben¬ 
efits bill. Others say it has driven people to despair and 
even suicide. But asked if he had any regrets about the 
change Mr Duncan Smith says: “No. Not at all. What I 
faced when I walked through the door was a housing ben¬ 
efits bill that had doubled over the last 10 years of the La¬ 
bour government. It was set to rise by £6 billion. 

“Let’s get that in context. It was money that taxpayers 
have to pay all the time. Part of it was poor use of housing, 
some people living in homes they weren’t occupying all of 
and others living in overcrowded accommodation. 

“Labour introduced this policy themselves. They intro¬ 
duced it for people in the private rented sector who were 
social tenants. We’ve simply extended it.” 

In Dudley South the incumbent MP Chris Kelly stood 
down after one term. Now Pedmore and Stourbridge East 
councillor Mike Wood will try to hold it. Also standing 
are Labour’s Natasha Millward, Vicky Duckworth of the 
Greens, Paul Brothwood of UKIP and Martin Turner for 
the Liberal Democrats. 

Candidate quits 
UKIP just days 
before deadline 


AN election candidate in 
Dudley quit UKIP just days 
before the deadline for nom¬ 
inations. 

Adrian Turner had been 
expected to stand as a UKIP 
candidate in the Dudley 
Council elections taking 
place on May 7. But the 
50-year-old resigned from 
the party earlier this month 
and will now fight to be 
elected as an Independent 
candidate. 

Mr Turner, a former Con¬ 
servative councillor, will 
contest the Hayley Green 
and Cradley South seat 
being vacated by his father, 
Ken. 

He claimed the Dudley 
branch of UKIP had become 
too focused on the town 


and the campaign of Bill 
Etheridge MEP who is con¬ 
testing Dudley North in the 
general election. 

“It all seems to be based 
around Sedgley and Dudley, 
a lot more than anything 
else,” he said. “I was feeling 
constantly alone, not part of 
a team.” 

Councillor Paul Broth- 
wood, leader of the UKIP 
group on Dudley Council, 
said the party had been sup¬ 
porting campaigns across 
the borough. He added: 
“We assumed he might 
try something like this so 
we had another candidate 
ready” Michael Forsyth will 
stand for UKIP against Mr 
Turner. 


Nigel has tonic for the 
troops in Himley speech 


NIGEL Farage vowed to in¬ 
crease spending on the Armed 
Forces by £16 billion as he put 
troops and veterans centre 
stage on the campaign trail in 
the Black Country. 

Speaking at Himley Hall last week, the 
UKIP leader said the party would commit 
to spending two per cent of gross domes¬ 
tic product on defence - the NATO bench¬ 
mark - and restore the defence budget to 
pre-2010 levels. 

He also said the party would create a 
specialist Veterans’ Minister who will 
ensure that current veterans and future 
troops returning from conflict receive spe¬ 
cialist support. 

Mr Farage said: “The Westminster par¬ 
ties are not interested in defence, they 
do not see any votes in it. People in this 
country do care about defence, about our 
ability as a nation to defend ourselves. 

“About our ability as a nation to defend 
our commitments around the world - per-

haps with the Falklands being to the fore¬ 
most in many people’s minds. So people do 
care hugely about, and perhaps they care 
even more about, the well-being of the 
men and women that serve in our armed 
forces and especially the way in which 
they are treated. 

“UKIP says defence really does matter 
and it is very important - it should be a 
much bigger part of this election cam¬ 
paign than it currently is.” 

Mr Farage, who joined veterans for af¬ 
ternoon tea, said UKIP backed calls for 
a national service medal so all men and 
women who served in the Armed Forces 
could ‘stand proud’ at Remembrance Ser¬ 
vices regardless of rank or length of ser¬ 
vice. 

Troops who have served more than 
12 years would be offered jobs in the po¬ 
lice force, prison service and the borders 
agency. The party said it would build at 


least one forces’ hospital and several hos¬ 
tels for homeless ex-servicemen. 

Mr Farage added: “It is estimated that 
one in 10 of those on the streets are for¬ 
mer servicemen or women who have fallen 
on hard times and dependent on alcohol. 
It is our duty to support them.” 

Mr Farage took to the podium with 
Dudley North candidate Bill Etheridge 
and rejected criticism about plans to pay 
for the defence budget boost via cuts to 
international aid, insisting ‘defence of the 
realm’ was the first priority. 

Speaking to reporters outside Himley 
Hall, Mr Farage hit back at the Prime 
Minister who had issued a call for UKIP 
voters to ‘come home’ to the Conserva¬ 
tives. He said: “Firstly doesn’t understand 
that more than half our voters have never 
voted Conservative and would never vote 
Conservative. Secondly he said this is not 
the time to protest - he doesn’t get it. 
They are not voting UKIP to protest but 
they are voting UKIP because they agree 
with it.”

He said became aware of the white

Agar, coming from Bridge Street. Pc 
Meese said he did not stop immedi¬ 
ately as he had right of way, but seeing 
the van was not slowing, braked hard, 
but was unable to avoid the collision. 

Investigators said they did not be¬ 
lieve Mr Sagar was speeding as a GPS 
tracker showed he was travelling at 
22mph. Pc Meese said: “I knew impact 
was inevitable. I resigned myself to the 
fact I was probably going to die.” 

Mr Sagar had worked as a delivery 
driver for around three months for 
West Bromwich-based company Mun- 
chies, delivering sandwiches. His wife 
of five years Sheweta Sagar described 
him as a ‘really good man’. Senior 
Black Country coroner Zafar Saddique 
recorded a verdict of death by road 
traffic collision.

IT’S one of the last surviving boats 
of its kind and now it’s been brought 
back to life with the help of donations. 

Birchills — a rare Joey or ‘day boat’ 
— has been repaired and docked at the 
Black Country Living Museum. It fol¬ 
lows an appeal which raised £62,000 in 
donations to fund the specialist resto¬ 
ration work. 

The boat was built in 1953 by Er¬ 
nest Thomas of Walsall and worked 
from Walsall locks to nearby Birchills 


Power Station. It was one of the last 
wooden day boats built and is the only 
surviving example with a day cabin. 
A joey boat was horse-drawn and not 
normally lived on. These vessels were 
the ‘workhorses’ of the Birmingham 
and Black Country canal network. 

The boat’s restoration has received 
an industry award after specialists 
were required to undertake a substan¬ 
tial programme of work, including the 
replacement of a rotten stern post and 


planking. Care was taken to preserve 
evidence of traditional construction 
techniques. 

When the fundraising was launched 
in 2012, Birchills was identified as 
the most important in the museum’s 
collection of 16 boats. The museum’s 
David Eveleigh said: “Thanks to those 
who donated we’ve been able to pre¬ 
serve an important part of the region’s 
heritage. The boat is now on site for 
visitors to enjoy.” 


Wall of glass

A WALL made from more than 180 
glass postcards will be a centrepiece 
of a festival in the Black Country. 

The artwork will be displayed at the 
2015 International Festival of Glass 
in Stourbridge next month. 

Members of the Contemporary

ing a message or story with the recip¬ 
ient each piece tells a tale in the space 
of just 10cm x 15cm.

Going to market - inside Fish Church 


The world’s your oyster - Fish Church, Gothenburg, is laden with all sorts of fresh produce

Fishy tales as we are led on a 
totally Scandillcious foodie tour 


FOR the guy that’s the equivalent 
of Gordon Ramsay in the Danish 
version of Hell’s Kitchen, chef 
Wassim Hallal seems a surpris¬ 
ingly agreeable chap. 

He arrives at his new deli, sporting a 
flat cap and the broadest of grins, and 
welcomes us, wholeheartedly, to Den¬ 
mark. 

Maybe my delight in his smorrebrod 
(Danish open sandwiches) has something to 
do with this, but even when my foodie com¬ 
panion, Bill, begins drilling him on sarnie 
specifics he’s still patient and polite. 

Bill and I are on a whistle-stop Scandi 
food tour. We’ve got three days to visit 
three cities in three countries: Sweden, 
Norway and Denmark. 

We meet Hallal in Aarhus, on the coun¬ 
try’s east coast. His deli, F-Hoj, has a classy

cosiness. Our open sandwiches are heaped 
with toppings: smoked salmon with avo¬ 
cado puree, smoked cheese and fresh horse¬ 
radish; potato and pear with mustard and 
honey; and eggs and crayfish with grapes 
and salsify. 

Focusing on fresh, seasonal produce is at 
the heart of New Nordic Cuisine. It’s led 
to a renaissance of Scandinavian classics, 
including smorrebrod, which is now being 
seen, and served, in a new light. 

Using organic, regional ingredients is also 
the aim of Nor disk Spisehus, where Bill and 
I have dinner. The restaurant serves signa¬ 
ture dishes from Michelin-starred establish¬ 
ments. “We get the thumbs up before we 
copy their menus,” a waitress reassures me. 

I leave, wondering if Nordisk needs to be 
more courageous. Given its dishes seem to 


hold their own in a Michelin-starred menu, 
does the kitchen really need to rely so heav¬ 
ily on the creativity of others? 

The next morning Bill and I catch a ferry 
to Sweden’s west coast city of Gothenburg. 
It’s known for its coffee culture but we’re 
heading to the Fish Church. It’s actually a 
19th century fish market in a building in¬ 
spired by Norway’s wooden stave churches 
that were built without pillars. 

Variety 

The ‘aisle’ is laden with fresh lobster, 
shrimp and salmon. But it’s the variety 
of pickled herring that catches my eye. 
Choices include oregano and pink pepper¬ 
corn, carrot and juniper and onion and bay 
leaves. I try herring and redcurrant, expect¬ 
ing the sour taste of vinegar, but instead, 
the fish is soft and almost creamy, with the 
fruit giving it a fabulous kick. On a mezza¬ 


nine at the far end of the market is Gabriel, 
where we’re having lunch. It’s run by chef 
Johan Malm, who won the World Oyster 
Opening Championships in 2010. 

We eat sumptuously; fresh oysters from 
Grebbestad (two hours north of Gothen¬ 
burg), the thickest of fish soups with sweet 
prawns and fish that’s almost al dente, and 
grilled plaice with browned butter and po¬ 
tatoes. 

On our final day, we forego fine dining 
for fishing. At Ersfjordbotn, a small hamlet 
15km west of Tromso, we meet Trond Lor- 
entzen, whose family runs a fish 

Trond’s wife is peeling potatoes. We sit 
down to the freshest cod I’ve ever tasted.

J ack Donnelly was eight years old 
when his dreams of becoming 
Batman were put on hold. 

He and his classmates went to see 
a school production of Smike and 
Jack realised that’s what he wanted to 
do with the rest of his life. 

It helped that his folks were in 
showbusiness. His dad, Tony, was an 
actor and his mum, Chrissie, was a 
dancer who also choreographed 
Bucks Fizz’s Eurovision-winning 
Making Your Mind Up dance routine. 

(There was an argument over which 
length skirts Cheryl Baker and Jay 
Aston should wear, so Chrissie came 
up with the idea of using both, the 
longer whipped off half way through 
the routine). 

Fast forward a few years, and after 
leaving drama school, Jack and his 
best friend Joel Mellenger won an 
improv competition. They started their 
own company, Chuckleduster, and 
doors started opening. 

These days Jack is better known as 
Jason, the protagonist at the heart of 
Atlantis (BBC1,7.45pm), and there’s 
no shortage of problems for him here. 


Our hero has been sentenced to 
death, and with the might of the High 
Priests bearing down upon him, it 
seems nobody can secure his release. 

While Pasiphae tightens her 
stranglehold on the city, it looks like 
Jason is doomed, until Hercules 
comes up with a plan. 

The show may have gone down a 
storm with many, but the high 
production costs eventually led to its 
own demise. However, some shows 
have a habit of lingering long after the 
axe has fallen. 

So, has he had a lot of interest from 
across the Pond? 

‘Atlantis went down great over 
there,” Jack enthuses. “I think it was 
the biggest show they’ve ever had on 
BBC America. 

‘To be fair it came right after the 
Sherlock Christmas special; that might 
have helped us, but yeah, the viewing 
figures went down great there, and I 
think they sold it to 120 countries 
around the world, which is fantastic.” 

And getting such a high profile in 
such an influential country is 
invaluable for any actor. 


“In terms of my own career and 
stuff, anything to get noticed in 
America and open up doors there is 
brilliant, but we’ll see.” 

It doesn’t hurt that he recently made 
the improv football mockumentary 
United We Fall. 

It started out as a comedy 
workshop, but once director Gary 
Sinyor got the money to develop it, 
that became a movie. 

“I honestly didn’t even expect it to be 
made into a film,” Jack explains while 
plugging the DVD. “I’m not sure how it 
was going to work, so a lot of that is 
down to Gary and the editing.” 

Donnelly wasn’t given the chance of 
a second take. 

“I had to be in the moment or that 
was it. And you move forward. You 
never got to do it again,” he explains. 

For the moment, Ben Affleck may be 
the new Dark Knight, but Jack still 
holds a glimmer of hope that one day 
he’ll get to don that iconic cowl. 

“Unless the Batman thing comes 
back on the cards, I think I’ll stick with 
acting,” he smiles.

As the name Great Wall Motors Company 
implies, it is a Chinese vehicle manufacturer 
and still pretty anonymous outside its home¬ 
land. 

That became apparent when anyone inspecting 
the Steed asked: “What is it?” 

Great Wall is one of China’s largest automotive manufac¬ 
turers and with the launch of the Steed pick-up in 2012, it be¬ 
came the first manufacturer from that country to commence 
volume vehicle sales in the United Kingdom. 

Revamped for 2015, it offers the cheapest pick-up vehicle 
on the market in the UK, with plenty on offer for a bargain 
basement £14,998 as a commercial vehicle on the road 
price (CVOTR). 

It also comes with a six-year, 120,000 mile warranty rea¬ 
sonable running costs. It must be half-decent, a million have 
been sold worldwide. 

Despite being a pick-up workhorse, it does not lack in the 
looks area, despite its boxy, out of necessity, appearance. 
It looks upmarket with the stylish paintwork, high set head¬ 
lamps, a deep grille and airscoop, built-in driving lights built 
into the bumpers giving it an individual look, as does the 
never-recognised Great Wall badge. 

Just like many of its competitors, it is designed to be as 
much a ‘life-style’ kind of vehicle as an off-road all-wheel 
drive workhorse/load lugger. So it can ferry the family’s wet 
and muddy paraphernalia or pets around as well as lugging 
bricks, building materials or farm equipment with its one- 
tonne payload. 

For family use, fixing some nets and stays in the load area 
would be a good idea to stop stuff flying around, while ac¬ 
cess is through the hard top is via a rear window and a heavy 
drop down tailgate, which is robust enough to be stood on. 

The firm says it has been designed to meet European 
safety standards and with a price which seriously undercuts 
the opposition. 

You would think with a bargain basement price, it would 
be bargain basement quality, but the big vehicle proved sur¬ 
prisingly well put together, generously equipped and per¬ 
formed very well. 


Flexible 

The double cab is well laid out, if looking more dated 
than the exterior, with leather finish and logically placed 
buttons, dials and stalks. Some of the fixtures and fittings 
however, do not match the quality of some of its more es¬ 
tablished rivals. 

Powered by a flexible and torquey 140bhp two-litre diesel 
engine, mated to a slightly vague, six-speed gearbox, it is a 
willing worker, if a bit raucous under acceleration. It is rea¬ 
sonably economical and is pretty cheap to insure as well. 
Claimed economy is 32.8mpg with C02 emissions compet¬ 
itive at 222g/km. 

Braked towing capacity is decent, if not class leading with 
2.5 tonne capacity available. 

On the road, the car rides reasonably comfortably, al¬ 
though it gets jiggly over rougher roads and responds well 
to the steering wheel. A long, 100-mile drive proved surpris¬ 
ingly pleasant given the hard suspension. 

Switching to off-road is done manually with both high and 
low ratio four-wheel drive available. 

The S entry model includes 16” alloy wheels, a leather 
interior, individually heated seats, Alpine CD/USB/RDS Ra¬ 
dio and electric windows throughout. The Steed SE tested 
here has a £2k premium and adds gets the body-coloured 
hard top canopy, rear parking sensors, a cargo load-liner 
and chrome sidebars as well the the useful running boards 
and roof bars. 

All models come with twin airbags, an anti-lock braking 
system and electronic brake force distribution for added 
protection. 

Lack of a large network of dealers is a drawback, but it is 
cheap to buy, economical to run, well equipped and stylish, 
plus that six-year warranty. 

What’s not to like?

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Jeep is 
ready to 
compete

Jeep might be famous the world over for 
building cars that will climb mountains, but 
the brand is digging itself out of a pit that 
could have seen it sink into obscurity. 

In Europe at least, where a Jeep spokesman ad¬ 
mitted, as the latest model - the Renegade - was 
launched, “back in 2012 we were teetering on the 
edge.” 

Dealers were losing an average of more than £130,000 a 
year and lots of them jumped ship, heading for brands that 
might make them a decent living. Things, in short, could not 
have looked bleaker. 

Well, what a difference three years can make. The car you 
are reading about today is not only the first Jeep to be built 
outside the United States (in Italy, actually) it is also confi¬ 
dently expected to quickly become by far the best selling 
Jeep in the UK, making dealers very happy indeed. 

Built in the same Italian plant as the Fiat 500X and sharing 
important bits like engines and gearboxes, the Renegade 
is aimed squarely at the likes of the Nissan Juke and Mini 
Countryman; both cars that attract a fanatical following of 
owners happy to pay a solid price for a car that makes them 
feel good about themselves. 

They inhabit a part of the car market (for smaller SUVs) 
that is expanding faster than a politician’s election promises, 
as European buyers fall for the charms of cars that look a lot 
like unaffordable and wilderness conquering 4x4s but really 
cost little more to run than a family hatchback. 

Credibility 

The Jeep Renegade will do a fair impression of an Everest 
hero, even if its target audience - politely called “the young 
at heart” - never venture further off road than the field at 
the local car boot sale. Why, a fifth of buyers are expected 
to lease a car with their mobility allowance and most Rene¬ 
gades won’t even be all-wheel drive. 

What they all have, Jeep must hope, is a name that carries 
decades of credibility among people hankering after daily 
transport that rises above the merely practical. 

With prices starting at £16,995 for a decently equipped 
1.6 litre petrol model with air con, DAB radio, Bluetooth and 
alloy wheels, the Renegade looks convincing even before 
you turn the key in the ignition. 

There are diesels to choose from too (Jeep thinks there 
might be an even-ish split on types of fuel) and four trim 
levels, all the way to the £27,995 Limited with 2.0 litre diesel 
engine, all-wheel drive and nine-speed automatic gearbox. 

Most will hardly venture off road, but bold owners who opt 
for the 4x4 models will discover a car capable of taking a 
quite demanding series of hills and hollows, and a seashore 
being washed by an incoming tide, if they choose the route 
of the press drive for the newcomer, on the east coast of 
Scotland around North Berwick. 

They might be more surprised (after all, Jeep is never 
backward in coming forward about the brand’s off-road 
prowess) is the way the Renegade tackles a British side 
road; the heavier diesel in particular impressing with its gen¬ 
tle, quiet progress. 

The 2.0 litre on test managed 39mpg (the notably slower 
but cheaper 1.4 litre petrol did 33mpg) and never felt lacking 
for power. It also presented an interior different enough to 
be interesting and just the right side of kitsch, with its little 
tributes to Jeep’s heritage dotted about - 31 of them all told, 
from a red line on the rev counter marked like a smear of 
mud, to a tiny WWII Jeep outline on the windscreen sur¬ 
round. 

The top ranking Renegade impressed. Here is a car to 
give the equally style conscious Nissan Juke a run for its 
money.
